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In a democracy as we know 
it in Canada, the Government 
is enthusiastic or as lackadais- 
ical as the people represented 
by the Government.

In the past, Canadians have 
not held back, waiting to be 
whipped into action by a dic- 
tatorial Government along the 
lines adopted by Herr Hitler. 
Reforms and pfogress in all 
phases of our economic life 
have sprung from the people. 

At this point in the present 
war, the demands which spring 
from several quarters, that the 
Government make the public 
save money by some compulsory 
method, that thé Government 
compel the peoplé to use less 
gasoline, that the Government 
enforce conscription of men and 
women for military forces and 
for war industry, or that the 
Government take steps to make 
it unlawful to spénd money on 
non-essentials, smacks of a de- 
sire to emulate the system. of 
dictators in Europe and Asia. 
But in the light of Canada’s 
past history; this conclusion 
does not seem logical. 

Probably the correct inter- 
pretation of these demands is 
that public opinion is slowly 
erystalizing to the recognition 
of what an all-out war effort 
really means to citizens at 
large. The best evidence that a 
great majority of Canadian cit- 
izens are whole-hearted in their 
desire to beat Hitler, would be 
a huge increase in the amount 
of money poured this fall into 
the Government coffers by the 
medium of War Savings Certi- 
ficates.

WILL RESUME 
WHEAT TALKS 


International "Cénifer- 
ence to Meet in 
Washington 


OTTAWA, Oct. 14.—Canadian del- 
egates to the international wheat 
conference at Washington, resuming 
this week after adjournment ,have 
left for the south. i 

The delegation is:.headed by 
George McIvor, chairman, Canadian 
Wheat Board, ahd other ‘members 
are Dr. C. F. Wilson, Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics; A..M. Shaw, 
agriculture department; and E. V. 
Biddulph, European representative 
of the Wheat Board. 

The major wheat-exporting coun- 
tries, Canada, the United States, 
Argentina and Australia, are attend- 
ing the conference t& Work out 
arrangements for marketing after 
the war. 


The conference which opened July 
10 recessed on Aug. 3.t0 permit 
delegates to report to their govern- 
ments. 


One proposal reported considered 
was that markets should be allocated 
between exporting countries and 
acreage governed by the probable 
sales. It was anticipated heavy 
demands on surplus stocks ‘would 
come from European countries, after 
the war and before agricultural 
activities disrupted by the war were 
restored. 


Since the conference recessed, the 
wheat picture in the northern hemi- 
sphere for 1941 has been -clarified. 
The Canadian wheat crop ds esti- 
mated at 306,459,000 bushels against 
551,390,000 bushels in 1940, while the 
United States, with one of the light- 
est yields on .record, has an esti- 
mated production of 957,563,000 
bushels, an increase of 140,865,000 
bushels over 1940. 

Interest at the moment is con- 
centrated in the Argentina and 
Australian crops, officials said. Early 
forecasts of production for Argen- 
tina have placed output at about 
50,000,000 bushels less than the 
favorable production of 271,200,000 
bushels last year. An Australian 
crop in the neighborhood of 150,000,- 
000 bushels is anticipated; compared 
with the: drought-reduced yield of 
82,640,000 bushels last year. 
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between ‘lifeboats and the side of 
the sinking ship. One boat with 
eight men drifted away and never 
was reported again. Three lifeboats 
were. launched -succsesfully, leaving 
Captain Shailstone and 21 men still 
aboard the. freighter.. They went 
down with the ship. - 

“The skipper made no attempt to 
get off himself,” said the boys in a 
joint account of their experience.

SANG HYMNS 

A Negro died of exposure the 
fourth day. The funeral service 
included two hymns, The next day 
a thirst-crazed Negro went mad, 
took a knife and slit the lifeboat 
Sails, He was the second man to 
meet death in the tossing Waves. 

On the same day another lifeboat 
disappeared and it was learned later 
it had been picked up by the U.S. 
coast guard cutter General Green. 
The cutter rescued occupants of a 
second lifeboat the next day, when 
another West African with Farrell 
and Cooper died. The men were 
“too dry to sing” at his funeral so 
they “just read the Bible.”
